UKy Co-eds Idle More, Date 
Less Than U. of L., Berea Girls 



University of Kentucky's average 
coed holds the record over the Uni- 
versity of Louisville and Berea Col- 
lege coed In the art of -piddling" 
and "aimless idling", although she 
doesn't run a very close race with 
the feminine students of U. of L. 
when it comes to "dating", church 
attendance, sorority activity, music 
or athletics. 

This was discovered by Dean of 
Women Hilda Threlkiid when she 
made her annual report on the co- 
eds ol the University of Louisville, 
a municipal institution: the Univer- 
sity of Kentucky, a state owned in- 
stitution, and Berea College, a pri- 
vately owned school. This report 
was made during the scholastic 
year 1936-37 with the cooperation 
of the Dean Sarah Blanding and 
LXui. Julia Allen ol Berea College. 

A'. . : iiinnthh hours spent by 
coeds at churches arc Louisville, 
13.65 Kentucky. 549. and Berea, 
11.13. However, the University of 
Kentucky girl spends only about 
ten hours a month in connection 
with her sorority, while at Louis- 
ville, the soroirty girl averages 
about 24 hours. 



"Piddling" and "aimless idling" 
is indulged in more by the Univer- 
sity of Kentucky coed than by the 
Louisville women and less Ulan both 
by the Berea girl. Music and ath- 
letics play a minor role in the life 
of the University of Kentucky coed 
as compared with the Louisville 
girl. 

"In spite of the deplored lack of 
social life in a municipal institu- 
tion." the dean's report states, "The 
University of Louisville women es- 
timated that they spent an average 
of 10.30 hours a month at dances, 
plays and other functions". Here at 
the University of Kentucky, sup- 
IKisedly the center of social activi- 
ties, the average was only 11.73 
hours |ier month. The Berea wom- 
en spend approximately 1.83 hours 
per month at social activities. 

Reasons for the greater time 
spent in "dating" by Louisville 
girls were given by the dean as 
lack of institutional regulation at 
the university, greater number of 
places to go in the city, and the 
double circle of acquaintanceship of 
the girl living at home.

Whenever a transcript ion is played 
on the air. the announcer must say 
that it is such and not try to pass 
it off as a group of lisre musicians 
playing in the studios. If a statjon 
wants to increase its power, it 
must make an application to the 
F. C. C. whose members then set a 
date for a public hearing in Wash- 
ington. At this hearing, the station 
manager must produce evidence to 
show that hts station has been of 
service to his community and not 
a degrading influence. Such pro- 
grams as Church service?s and edu- 
cational talks, as the variety eml- 
nating from our own studios, go a 
way toward impressing the 
of the commission, and 
accounts for the great number of 
tliese programs heard today, especi- 
ally on Sunday. The chief-engi- 
neer must make a frequency check 
with an accredited government lis- 
tening post once a month and one 
with an Independent concern at 
least once a month. These are us- 
ually made around 1 to 3 t tn. after- 
most of the stations have signed off. 
Any person who works at a radio 
transmitter, handling radio- fre- 
quency, must pass a government 
test and possess a "Radio-Tele- 
phone" license of the first class. 
Should any station violate any of 
these rules, of which there are many- 
more, they hear from the "Big 
Boys" immediately and sometimes 
results in serious law entanglments.

Kentucky did it the hard way Saturday afternoon on 
Xavier's Corcoran Field by breaking up the scoreless fisti- 
cuffs with a neat touchdown pass, Bob Davis to Dick Robin- 
son, late in the fourth quarter, thus averting a premature 
start in basketball drills. There is little doubt, that if the 
Cats and Saints had knotted, the basketballs would be Hying 
today in Rupp's Riviera. 

Allegedly, the game was football, though at times it 
seemed Mike Jacobs might have had something to do 
with its promotion. To a complete stranger, the battle 
mitrht have apeared as an annual grudge light between 
two reform schools. Truthfully, it was a grand show 
for the spectators who had plenty of opportunity to 
razz, condemn, and praise both sides. And when all 
oratorical qualities are expressed. Mr. J. Public 
lome with the peculiar feeling of having gotten 
his monev's worth.

The 
next huddle brought the money, Davis rifled the oval 15 
yards to Robinson who took it in full sprint over his shoulder 
and scami>ered across the last stripe tease which had lured 
Kentucky all during the second half. Necessary on this 
play was Joe Hagan. He and Robbie were together out 
in the flat when the pass loomed overhead. When Babbit 
snared it. Hagan spilled the Xavier savior man, sending Dick 
home free.

One Wildcat was trying 
to separate them but he had about as much effect on the 
situation as a ukulele would have in a Benny Goodman jam 
session. A wave of substitutes from each headquarter rolled 
onto the field and the possibility of a throwback to Roman 
gladiatorial combat was imminent. Order replaced riot, 
however, and both battlers. Linden and Howe, were banished. 
The bulbousness around Howe's eyes after the game indi- 
cated that Madison Square Garden might have a new White 
hope in Mr. Linden. 

Shades Of Medwick 

Kentucky's defensive tactics in this game were su- 
perb. The Cincians. save two dashes of .'JO and 16 
yards, were completely corked. Line bucks nelted noth- 
ing, their passing was negligible, though they did MM 
the K-bovs in the first quarter when their left end, Kus- 
cia, got past Coleman and just mjssed a long throw. If 
completed, it would have been a touchdown for Kuscia 
was in the end zone.
